Document 1 describes the use of a saccharide solution that contains saccharides of inulin for the 
preservation of organs such as the liver, kidneys, etc. 

As a result, based on tibie description in document 1, the inventions of the above claims lack 
novelty. 

•Claims 1-17 
See above. 

Docmnent 2 describes the use if 1-kestose for the preservation of live cells, and docmnent 3 
describes the use of various inulin-type fructans such as nistose for the protection of cells. Therefore, 
persons skilled in the art can easily conceive of using these substances in place of the inulin that is 
used to preserve organs in document 1. 

In addition, document 4 describes other ingredients that are used together with sugar as 
preservatives for organs, and persons skilled in the art can use these substances together with an 
inulin-type fructan as needed. 

As a result, based on the descriptions in documents 1-4, the inventions of the above claims lack an 
inventive step. 
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
